L ONDON, June 22.—[By Atlantic Ca- 

ble.) The reappearance today of 

brilliant sunshine, after weeks of 
rain and murky weather, gave to the 
first day of coronation week an air of 
unusual gaiety, and eladdened the 
hearts of thousands of British sub- 
jects from all parts of the empire, and 
the thousands of foreigners who are 
pouring into London, eager to witness 
as much of this week's events as pos- 
sible. | 

The announcement that King Ed- 
ward, Queen Alexandra and the court 
would return to London from Windbor 
tomorrow at noon increased the uni- 
versal anticipations for that day. and 
served to quiet the flood of extraor- 
dinary rumors concerning the King’s 
physical condition, varied in some 
quarters by weird tales of plots to as- 
sassinate His Majesty and other ‘c- 
tion, all of which have been promptly 
denied by the officials most intimately 
connected with the King. 

King Ea@ward’s health was an- 
nounced to be good at Windsor Castle 
today, and this morning His Majesty 
attended divine service, accompanied 
by other members of the royal family. 
This evening he enjoyed a drive 
through the royal gardens of Windsor 
Castle in a carriage. The court 
will arrive at Buckingham Palace to- 
morrow before luncheon time. 

At the command of the King many 
thousands of persons were admitted to 
the east terrace of Windsor Castle 
this afternoon for the Sunday band 
performances. The terrace was crowded. 
The King and Queen tened to the 
music from the windows of their pri- 
vate apartments. King Edward's ap- 
pearance does not justify the sensa- 
tional rumors of his illness. 

The congested condition of the 
streets of London throughout today 
furnished an omen of the condition of 
travel through these streets the latter 
days of this week. The barriers across 
the streets which intersect those 
through which the coronation proces- 
sion will pass and which have now 
been completed, are proving an imped 
iment to Ordinary traffic. Today it wa 
Impossible to proceed faster than a 
snail's pace through the thoroughfares 
between Hyde Park and Mansion 
House. The omnibus companies have 
increased fares two and three times, 
ahd further increases in these rates 
are probable. The obtaining of ‘a seat 
on an omnibus was today more a ques- 
tion of physical than financial ability. 

The crowds out today were singularly 
good-natured, and accidents were 
few and of a minor character. The 
police are distinguishing themselves 
even more than usual by their courtesy 
and alertness in the interests of pedes- 
trians. Kensington Gardens and the 
beautiful groves about the Crystal and 
Alexandra palaces are filled with col- 
onial and native troops, clad in scar- 
let, white, khaki and blue uniforms. 
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The throngs in the street at night 
find much to engage the eye. The 
fronts of many buildings are covered 
with Mghted decorations, and the 
Venetian masts are covered with gar- 
lands and connected by strands of 
roses. The streets are filled with many 
colored lights, and the various sta- 
tions of the royal coronation procession 
are marked with arches representing 
British colonies. American flags were 
in evidence at a great number of 
windows. Some hotels are flying both 
American and British flags from their 
staffs, in honor of the many Ameri- 
can visitors domiciled with them. 

Count Van Waldersee, one of the 
German representatives to the cor 
onation, the Duke and Duchess of 
Aosta from Italy, and many other dis- 
tinguished representatives of foreign 
royal personages arrived in London 
today. Count Von Waldersee and 
the German offivers with him were en- 
tertained at dinner tonight by Field 
Marshal Lord Roberts. In toasting 
King Pdward and the British army, 
Count Von Waldersee paid a high com- 
pliment to Earl Roberts. He said: 

“We German soldiers know how dif- 
ficult was the task the British army 
had to accomplish in South Africa, 
and this task was accomplished with 
bravery, humanity and the utmost de. 
votion to the country.” 

Replying, Earl Roberts complimented 
Count Von Waldersee upon his distin- 
guished services in China, and thanked 


his allusions to its work in South 
Africa. Lord Roberts said also: 

“I can assure Your Excellency that 
we soldiers are deeply sensible of the 
kindly feeling which prompted you to 
speak of the army in such appreciative 
terme.” 

Earl Roberts concluded by calling 
for a toast to Emperor William and the 
German army. 

Lord Lansdowne, the Foreign Secre- 
tary, intended to be present at the 
dinner, but was prevented because of 
a slight indisposition. 

Many of the privileged persons who 
will occupy seats in Westminster 
Abbey next Thursday will see little if 
anything of the actual coronation cere- 
monies. Quite a number of the peer- 
esses and others who were admitted to 
the Abbey to witness the recent coro- 
mation rehearsals were chagrined to 
find how little could be seen from the 
seats allotted to them, and in conse- 
quence have decided not to occupy 
these seats, but to accept in preference 
invitations to view the processions from 
points along the route of march, where 
they will not have to wait so long and 
where there will be less restraint.

herit the belief that a British trade 
mark is a guarantee of quality. There 
is a disinclination to purchase Ameri- 
can or German wares, unless by reason 
af novelty of design or economy, for 
the latter appeals irresistibly. 

The retailer, therefore, is chary in 
his offerings, and many lines of goods 
are now sold without comment, which, 
one or two years ago, were advertised 
as of “American make,” or “American 
style.” The Diamond Match Company 
parades its goods under the old Eng- 
lish name of Bryant & May; the Amer- 
ican tobacco trust calls itself the Eng- 
lish Tobacco Company, and advertises 
its goods as made in Pngland by Brit. 
ish workmen; the proprietary: medi- 
cines, which were first introduced as 
American discoveries, now blot from 
their advertisements anything that 
might identify them as importations 
from the United States. With every 
internal ailment from the apparent ef- 
fects of the South African war to the 
idleness of labor in certain localities 
attributed to American competition, the 
prevailing prejudice can be understood. 

But despite all prejudices,’ con- 
tinues the Consul, ‘and solely because 
of merit and cheapness, American 
trade in every line continues to de- 
velop. That it might double at a 
bound, if our exporters would only 
study and conform to the peculiarities 
of British demand, still goes without 
repeating. In shoe, hosiery, farm and 
general machinery, shelf hardware, oil 
stoves, coal ranges, furniture of al 
classes, shoes, dress novelties, canned 
fruits, vegetables, meats, etc., the 
volume of trade grows gradually and 
surely.

Two spans of the bridge across the 
Willamette River burned out and 
tumbled into the river. Just ad- 
joining the bridge on the southwest 
was situated the warehouse and freight 
depot of the Portland City ana Oregon 
Railway. These were destroyed, and 
the street cars of the company will 
not be able to enter the city by the 
Madison-street bridge for several 
weeks. 

The fire department was badly 
handicapped for want of water.

region, made in a suit before the Su- 
preme Court of Pennsylvania. Markle 


| is quoted as saying that the company, 


in the five years from 1890 to 1894, made 
profits of over $1,000,000, and the state- 
ment says the government reports 
show that the home value of coal pro- 
duced by the anthracite companies 
during that time was $1.51 a ton. 

“If the G. B. Markle company could 
make a profit of over $1,000,000 in five 
years, when the selling price of their 
coal at the mines was $1.51," continues 
the statement, “does it not seem rea- 
sonable to suppose that the larger com- 
panies—whose cost of production is 
necessarily less—could make a suffi- 
cient profit in 1901, when the home 
value of their coal was $1.87 per ton, 
to enable them, without detriment to 
their business, to pay the anthracite 
mine workers the small pittance asked 
for by them?“ | 

The statement then quotes President 
Truesdale of the Delaware and Lacka- 
wanna and Western, who, in his an- 
nual report to the directors of his com- 
pany, said that the year 1901 would 
pass into history as one of tue most 
satisfactory to the anthracite coal 
companies ever known, and the Com- 
mercial and Financial Chronicle's com- 
ment on the part of President Oliphant 
of the Delaware and Hudson, as fol- 
lows: The average of eighteen selling 
prices for 1901 must have been 30 to 40 


j cents higher than in 1900, and the 


profits of the coal-mining operations 
of the Delaware and Hudson in 1901 
were $1,407,307." 
The statement ridicules as absurd the 
offer of President Baer, the recognized 
an of the coal trust, to submit 
the books of the coal departments to 
prove that wages could not be in- 
creased, and says: . 
“Eighty-five or 90 per cent. of all 
coal produced in the anthracite re- 
gions is from mines owned and op- 
erated by the various coal-carrying 
railroads; the freight charges for de- 
livering a ton of anthracite coal a 
mile are three times as great as those 
of other roads for hauling of bitu- 
minous coal one mile, and as a conse- 
quence, the coal departments, while 
actually earning enormous profits on 
a legitimate business, may and do, 
appear to be losing money, for the 
reason that the railway departments 
absorb the profits of the coal depart- 
ments, by charging the coal depart- 
ments exorbitant freight rates. Thus 
they rob Peter to It can- 
not be said, that 
ts any peculiar necessity for 
this triple charge on hard coal for 
all other kinds of freight—very much 
more troublesome to e and more 
— carried at a far lower 
rate.“ 


In this connection, the statement 
calls attention. to the fact that a ton 
of coal, as consumer 


understands 
it, is not a ton of coal, as the miners 
are paid for it; that is to say, the ton 
of coal to the customer weighs 
2240 pounds, while, when the miner is 
being paid for his labor, he is re- 
quired to produce and load from 2740 
to 2790 unds for a ton, against 
which “flagrant injustice the anthra- 
cite mine workers so vigorously and 
justly protest.“ 

The companies assert that the ex- 
cess weight is required to compensate 
them for impurities and refuse matter 
that is loa with the coal and can- 
not be marketed. 

Is their statement be true,” says 
the statement, “why is it necessary to 
continue a system of docking by 
which, at times, they arbitrarily de- 
duct from a miner's earnings from 10 
to 15 per cent. of the total as a pen- 
alty for loading impurities for which 
they have already penalized him in 
excess weight? 

“It must be obvious to every intel- 
ligent observer that the coal com- 
panies derive a considerable income 
from the continuance of the system 
of measuring the earnings of their 
employés, as they thus receive a large 
amount of marketable coal for which 
they return no compensation to the 
miners. The miners have asked that 
the coal they produce shall be hon- 
estly weighed and correctly recorded. 

This recital of facts disposes of the 
operators’ claim that they cannot af- 
ford to pay living wages for faithful 
servi and unceasing toil amid sur- 
roundihgs constantly fraught with the 
gravest danger.” 

The statement refers to the fatalities 
among miners, and says: “Eight times 
as many men and boys were killed and 
injured in the anthracite coal mines of 
Pennsylvania as were killed and 
wounded from the American ranks in 
the Spanish-American War in Cuba,” 

The statement says that, according 
to reports of various chiefs of police, 
there has been less infraction of the 
laws and fewer arrests. during the 
time the strike has been in progress 
Man for a like period preceding it. Con- 
cluding, it says: “It is now apparent 
that the real purpose of the coal oper- 
ators is to destroy organization among 
workmen.” 

NAVY OPEN TO STRIKERS. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, June 22.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Bureau of Navigation 
has decided to take advantage of the 
coal strike to get men for the navy. 
Orders have been given to Lieut. J. P. 
Ryan and a surgeon to make a trip 
through the Pennsylvania strike re- 
gions for the purpose @ inducing the 
striking miners to enlist as landsmen. 
The idea ig that the miners will be glad 
of the opportunity to get places where 
victuals are regular and plenty, al- 
though the pay is small. 

The navy is in need of men. Every 
effort has been made to secure them, 
but the authorized quota is still un- 
filled, and many ships have short com- 
plements. After scouring the coast 
ports for men who had followed the 
cea, the naval recruiting officers turned 
to the inland waters of North Caro- 
lina and succeeded in getting a consid- 
erable number of fishermen. Then they 
scoured the Mississippi River and Great 
Lakes with fair success, but there was 
still a lack of the number required. 

Rear-Admiral - Crowninshield, then 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, 
conceived the idea of enlisting lands- 
men and placing them on board spe- 
cial training ships. This proved very 
successful. At the end of a six months 
cruise, those landemen who proved 
competent were transferred to regular 
vessels of war, and more training was 
given the others. Lack of competent 
firemen caused the naval! authorities 
to commission the ¢ruiser Cincinnatt! 
rooms, and she has a big crowd of them

VIOLENCE AT TORONTO. 
MEN DRIVEN FROM CARS. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P 
TORONTO (Ont.) June 22.—The first 
attempt made by the Toronto Street 
Railway Company to run its cars with 
men hired to take the places of the 
striking motormen and conductors was 
met with violence. Only one effort was 
made to reopen the traffic, and the tem- 
per shown by the strikers and their 
sympathizers convinced the officials 
that it would be impossible to run cars 
without strong protection. It was 
therefore decided to appeal to the au- 
thorities for troops, and to suspend 
operations until their arrival tomorrow 

morning. 

Several of the imported men were 
roughly handied. This morning cars 
were started simultaneously from the 
barns at King street, ueen street, 
Yorkville, Dundas and Yonge street. 
A crowd had gathered about the en- 
trance of each barn awaiting develop- 
ments. The appearance of a car at 
the Yonge-street barn was the signal 
for hooting and yelling. The crowd 
called u the crew to desert the car. 
Their re to do so was followed by 
a shower of stones and bricks. Every 
window in the car was smashed, and 
the crew left their posts and.ran into 
the barn. 

Similar scenes were enacted at the 
other barns. An attempt was made to 
run a car from the Yorkville barns 
around the belt line. A big stone 
thrown against the window dashed the 
glass into Motorman Johnson's face, 
badly lacerating it, and he was struck 
by a number of stones and was other- 
wise maltreated. Johnson persevered, 
however, and made the circuit of the 
line. The attempt to run out five cars 
at the King-street East barns was at- 
tended by scenes of the greatest dis- 
order and violence, several persons be- 
ing injured by flying missiles, includ- 
ing W. H. Moore, private secretary to 
Mackenzie. He was hit in the face with 
a brick and severely hurt. All five 
cars were badly shattered in less than 
‘five minutes after they made their ap- 


pearance. 
At the Dundas-street barns another 
crowd interrupted the cars and they 
were turned back. The company then 
decided to abandon the effort today. 
Meantime the civil authorities were 
communicated with and it was decided 
to call out the militia. Seven hundred 
and fifty mounted men from the Niag- 
ara camp left Niagara with their horses 
tonight and will arrive at daylight. In 
addition, 300 of the Queen's Own, 300 
Grenadiers and 200 Highlanders have 
‘been ordered to parade at the armories. 
Several hundred extra policemen were 
also sworn in tonight. , 


WHERE MEN ARE NEEDED. 
SERIOUS TIMES IN KANSAS.

MEW YORK, June 22.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] W. Wickham Smith, spe- 
clal deputy attorney-general in charge 
of the government's investigation of 
the customhouse frauds in silks, has 
returned from Washington. He said: 

“While I was in Washington 1 laid 
before the Attorney-General a sum- 
mary of my report, and we wefit over 
it together carefully. The Attorney- 
General thoroughly indorsed it, and 
expressed himself as well pleased with 
what I have done since I took charge 
of the case. 

“The presentation of the report does 
not mark the close of my labors in the 
case, however; rather it marks the be- 
ginning. I will have full charge of the 
government's case in the criminal pro- 
ceedings which have been instituted 
against Rosenthal & Co., and will also 
have charge of the civil suits which 


bers of the firm to recover the money 
of which the government has been de- 
frauded. This case is going to be 
strongly pushed in both criminal and 
civil courts, and I am confident as to 
the outcome. 

“Civil suits will be commenced in a 
very few days. I am not yet able to 
state just what the amount sued for 
will be. Experts are now at work go- 
ing over the firm’s transactions. I can 
say, however, the total will be at least 
$1,000,000. It will be necessary to bring 
more than one suit, because the firm 
has changed during the time the im- 
properly-invoiced shipments were rer 
| ceived. It is intended to bring suits 
against those who have been connected 
with the firm during the last four and 
one-half years, as well as men who 
are now members of the firm.” 

Special agents of the government 
have been working for some time to 
find out just who profited by the al- 
leged silk frauds, and they believe 
| they know about how the money out 
of which the government was de- 
frauded was divided. It is said that 
some of those who were connected 
with the firm when fraudulent prac- 
tices were inaugurated profited by 
them for a time, and then they be- 
came frightened at what was going 
on, and got out. Smith is quite posi- 
tive that if the government obtains 
judgment. in the civil suits which will 
be brought, it will be possible to col- 
lect a very large portion of the money. 
Both Rosenthal and Cohn are re- 
puted to be very wealthy. It is 
stated on good authority that the 
total sum the government will seek 
to recover will be very much in ex 
of $1,000,000,

HE neglect of gymnastics would be 
uy the most serious reproach of our 
public school system if it were not 
for the circumstance that in America 
life itself thus far has generally sup- 
piled the means of physical education. 
Primitive men—hunters and shep- 
herds—pass their — in outdoor la- 
bor and outdoor sport physical exer- 
cise affords them at once the neces- 

saries of existence and the 
recreation, and almost secures them 
against bodily ills, except wounds and 
the debility of extreme old age. And it 
was the rare good fortune of ou pio- 
neers to combine these advantages with 
many blessings of civilization. The 
struggle with the wilderness of a great 
continent implied the necessity of eon- 
stant muscular efforts and repaid its 
troubles in health and outdoor sports. 
But for millions of our fellow -citizens 
the days of that Juventus Mundi, the 

Arcadia period of the new world, have 

become traditions of the past. The east- 


ern half ot our national territory has 


been as thoroughly tamed as Western 
Europe. Our few remaining woodlands 
are disappearing at the rate of a mil- 
lion acres a year, Game is getting 
scarce, hunting and fishing are becom- 
ing prerogatives of the priv ileged few. 

We have cities where the children of 
the poor have to trudge through miles 
of dust to reach anything like a free 
and easy playground. The public parks 
are reserved for promenaders; vacant 
lots are fenced and watched. “No tres- 
pass” signs multiply. 

That state of affairs is to a large de- 


gree an\unavoidable concomitant of in- / 


creasing population—do not let us say. 
“advancing civilization’’—but the rem- | 
edy should no longer be postponed. 


“It is impossible to repress effemi- | 


nacy by legislation, says Solon in Lu- 
cien's Dialogue of Anacharsis,” “but 
ite influence may be counteracted by 
athletic games, that invigorate the 
body and give a marked character to 
the amusements of our young men.”

Four years after the advantage of 
armament Mas on the side of France.

not wholly matched by any product of 
the Prussian arsenals, and in four out 
of five battles the French had the 
choice of position, but the fatigue-proof 
energy of their opponents prevailed 
again and again, till the intended Na- 
poleonic war of conquest became a des- 
perate struggle for existence. And as 
long as human hands have to manage 
the highly improved weapons of mod- 
ern warfare and human feet to execute 
the ingenious maneuvers of modern 
tatics, battle luck will, to a large ex- 
tent, continue to be biased by a pre- 
ponderance of physical vigor. 
PHYSICAL AND MORAL VALUE. 

Yet military success is not the only 
nor even the chief reward of an ath- 
letic education. Physica] indolence ts a 
predisposing cause of manifold disor- 
ders; without the stimulus of bodily 
exercise the human or: nism is liable 
to ailments which chastity and temper- 
ance can only partly counteract. 

The medical philosopher Asclepiades, 
Piiny tells us, had found that “health 
could be preserved, and if lost re- 
stored, by physical exercise alone, and 


not only discarded the use of internal 

remedies, but mate a public declara- 
, than that he would forfeit all claims to 
‘the title of a physician if he should 
ever fall sick and die, but by violence 
or extreme old age.” He used to pre- 
scribe a course of/gymnastics for every 
form of physica! disease, and his physic 
might, with advantage, be applied to 
certain moral disorders. Some of the 
besetting vices of youth can be clearly 
| traced to an excess of potential en- 
ergies that find no better outlet, and in- 
temperance is often due to the temp- 
tation of stimulating e internal or- 
ganism when the motive muscles are 
coomed to insupportable inactivity. In 
large cities,” says an educational re- 
former, parents owe their children a 
provision for frequent opportunities of 
active exercise, as they owe them an 
antiseptic diet in a malarial climate.” 

BAD HABITS COUNTERACTED. 

As a test for the remedial value of 
. physical exercise we should compare 
the sanitary statistics of cities and 
rural districts, and remember that. 
moreover, the advantage of bodily 
vigor has to assert itself against mani- 
fold hygienic mistakes of our country 
cousins. Ninety-nine of a hundred 
American farmers eat the principal 
meal of the day in the brief interval 
of field work, and almost immediately 
after dinner go back to toil in the blas- 
ing hot sun. They are stimulant wor- 
shipers, fuddling with medical nostrums 
many of them, or with home-brewed 
tipples, as well as with coffee and to 
bacco. Ventilation of a farmhouse is 
rarely half sufficient. Large families 
often sleep together in bedrooms that 

are never thoroughly aired till summer 
heat threatens the “draught” dreaders 
with suffocation. Many herders of our 

Western States sleep in cabooses that 
can be moved by horse power, and are 
worth fifty tents in a rainstorm, but 
have no windows, and after the tight- 
fitting sliding door has been closed for 
the night become veritable Calcutta 
black holes on wheels, forcing their oc- 
cupants to breathe the same exhausted 
air over and over again for hours to- 
- gether. 

Yet active exercise prevails against 
ail those advantages, though it must 
be admitted that distance from drug 
stores was another point in favor of our 
American pioneer. The cupboards of 
modern farmhouses are, however, often 
crammed with mischievous nostrums. 
and it may be said that hard work 
alone turns the scales against a com-. 
bination of sanitary handicaps which: 
otherwise would wear out the strong- 
est constitutions in the course of a few 
years. 

PASSION “FOR ATHLETICS. 

The curriculum of our public 
schools, it is true, has become exacting 
enough to engross all the leisure hours 
of our yourgsters, except those ure- 
ently needed for recreation, but happily 
normal children would include gym- 


than of irksome tasks. The young of 
our species have a natural penchant for 
active exercise. Physical sloth is one of 
the vices that should be dropped from 


our catalogue of original sing. If a 
child were left to shift for itself, like 
the “wolf boy of China,” he would 


turn out an accomplished gymnast, 
though perhaps also in the Greek sense 
of a word that was derived from the 
athlete's custom of dispensing with dry 
goods. Nature seems to deem the de- 
velopment of our limbs a matter of 
greater importence than their envelop- 
ment. The poor, ragged waifs of our 
big manufacturing towns’ can be seen 
hanging about the premises of a club- 
house gymnasium, as they would haunt 
the approaches of a bas li ground, 
trying for glimpses thro the knot- 
holes ef the board fence and impatiently 
| 1 to accept the favor of an invita- 

And that passion could be encour- 

| axed by the plan of the Grecian pal- 
aestras, or outdoor gymnasiums, under 
the canopy of shade trees and with an 
adjoining meadow—a “village green,’ 
As our old England cousins would call 
it, for rough-and-tumble sports. Gym- 
nasiums of that type would be wel- 
_comed by acclamation in the neighbor- 
‘hood ef every American schoolhouse. 

A healthy boy prefers even the hard- 
ships of our northern winter sports to 
the atmosphere of a comfortable 
stoveroom, and in summer time the 
paredise of childhood is still a tree gar- 

| den. No domestic events of our later 
years can efface the impressions of the 
woodland rambles, butterfly hunts 
and huckleberry expeditions of our boy- 
hood. The recollections of our first out- 
door adventures abide like the moun- 
tains and rivers of a promised land. 
whose cities have vanished forever.

CURE FOR VICIOUSNESS. 

Can it be doubted that the power of 
that enthusiasm could be made to exe 
ert a redeeming in nee on the entire 
moral and social life of our cities?

into young athletes; juvenile idiers 
would find a way to utilize their leisure 
hours; their health would improve mor- 
ally as well as physically. It is a sug- :

UNA TOWS LAUNCH 


DENVER LAWYER’S FIGHT WITH 
A TIGER OF THE SEA. | 
— — i 
Fish is Lost After a Running Battle 
Lasting Nearly Seven Hours, and Ex- 
tending from Santa Catalina to Point 
Night. 


AVALON, June 22.—There is no sport 
in the world that yields up so many 
picturesque stories as tuna fishing. To 

hooked onto a monster fish and 
fight it all night long, from sundown 
till sunrise; to fight until a single fish 


of three or four men in twelve or four- 
teen hours of fighting; to be overturned 
and thrown into the sea miles from 
land; to be thrown into the tuna hos- 
pital for a week or more from the 
physical and nervous strain of the 
wracking work; to be towed from ten 
to thirty miles by one of these marine 
automobiles, is a partial summary of 
some of the experiences here within the 
past two or three seasons, and Judge 
Beaman of Denver contributed another 
chapter yesterday. 

The judge, when at home, is a law- 
yer, attorney for the largest corpora- 
tion in the West, perhaps, the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron Company, and when he 
goes after smaller fish he usually lands 
them. He is accumulating experience, 
but not many fish, out here. A few 
days ago he tackled a tuna and they 
had four rounds of an hour each, and 
the judge lost. Yesterday he was out 
for blood, but got soup. His first fish, 
after a merry chase of fifteen minutes, 
was t. Then at 10 a.m. he hooked 
another, a few miles up the coast from 
Avalon. The big fish struck a 2:01 galt 
and started north. Out, out it went, 
despite all the efforts of the judge and 
his boatman, George Gimilier, skipper 
of the Mascot, to check it or head it 
off. On it went, hour after hour, never 
changing its course, though the judge 
soon slackened its speed. Its power 
seemed irresistible, and the launch, a 
twenty-eight-foot boat, was carried 
along cresting the waves and then 
through the trough across the chan- 
nel as though propelled by a submarine 
cable. At length they were * ea the 
lighthouse on the mainiand at Point 
Firmin, but the judge's fighting, which 
had never ceased for a minute, and the 
continued strain of towing the launch, 
was telling on the fish, and the angler’s 
reel showed that he was rapidly ac- 
eumulating line and besting the fish. 
Finally it appeared on the surface not 
far from the boat. The boatman made 
a “swipe” at it with the gaff hook, 
and missed. The judge was smiling 
now, for he had not more than ten or 
twelve feet of line out and that was 
doubled. But alas, for human hopes! 
The fish made a swirl, a spasmodic 
jerk, and was gone. The line had been 
worn out at the swivel, 

The anglers found themselves but a 
few miles off shore from the lighthouse 
when .the fight ended. They were 
twenty-one miles from home and the 
fight had lasted six hours and forty- 
one minutes. 

J. H. Prince of Boston was the lucky 
man today. He was out with Harry 
Elms and captured a big tuna of 144 
pounds weight. He had two strikes 
previous to this, but lost them. Mr. 
Prince is making a collection of the 
island fishes.
